If  all  the  graduates  of  Canadian  universities  would  do  this, 
the  results  would  be  far-reechlng  upon  Canada  and  the  world  in  the 
years  that  are  ahead.

Always  remember  that  the  problems 
ahead  will  never  be  soived  by  a  mere  combination  of  intellectual  and  physical  effort.  Moral  stability  and  loyalty  to 
principle  are  essential  to  progress  in  human  relations.  Furthermore,  in  your  zeal  to  reach  an  objective,  do  not  forget  to 
take  time  off  for  play.    A   proper  balance  between   work  and   leisure    is   indispensable   to   the    "good    life." 

The  challenge  which  you  are  about  to  meet  is  stern  and  exacting.  Accept  it!  Be  of  good  courage!  And  God 
bless   you!

Way  back  in  those  early  days  when  a  paperhanger  was  still  fondly  believed,  by 
many,  to  be  a  gentleman  who  hung  paper,  a  hopeful  band  of  freshmen,  thirty-eight  in 
all,  stormed  our  halls  of  higher  learning  to  enroll  themselves  as  the  class  of  Meds  '41. 
If  they  paused  to  ponder  on  the  future,  which  is  extremely  doubtful,  'twas  not  for  long. 
I94I  to  them  was  a  nebulous,  far-off  date,  symbolic  not  so  much  of  graduation  or 
embarkation  on  careers  in  Medicine,  as  of  the  culmination  of  six  long  years,  seventy-two 
months,  twenty-one  hundred  and  ninety  days  of  study,  worry  and  preparation  for 
examinations,  with  a  sprinkling  of  Rugby  Dances,  At  Homes,  etc. 

1 94 1  — today  twenty-nine  men  and  a  girl  stand  on  the  threshold  of  a  turbulent 
world,  clear-eyed  and  confident  yet  uncertain.  For  them  —  who  knows?  A  paper- 
hanger  has  run  amok  and  their  futures  are  matters  for  speculation.  If  they  pause  to 
reminisce,  which  is  highly  probable,  nineteen  of  these  "Thirty  Knights"  will  remember 
that  historic  day  in  '35  when  I  94 1,  to  them,  was  something  to  sign  on  a  slip  of  paper. 
Let  us  pause  with  them  as  they  hearken  on  the  past  —  "Remember  the  time   .    .   ." 

Thirty-eight  "medicarts"  started  that  fateful  autumn  of  '35,  welcomed  to  Western 
by  an  enervated  satire  on  initiation.  Shunning  the  Arts,  far-removed  from  the  Meds  — 
small  wonder  they  soon  became,  as  do  all  Pre-Meds,  an  harmonious,  introverted  clan. 

Ray  (Dale  Carnegie)  Barrett  (now  commissioned  in  the  R.C.A.F.)  assumed  the 
chores  of  Class  President  that  first  year  as  Atcheson  developed  pre-hypertensive 
svmptoms  while  following  Joe  Radin,  "the  silk-king",  in  his  "Art  of  the  African  Marbles". 
The  axe  fell  .several  times  that  year  as  a  library  was  discovered  to  be  a  science  and 
Pace  was  introduced  to  Harqan  (an  ominous  gesture,  which  few  noted  at  the  time). 
The  "weeding  process"  had  been  duly  set  in  motion. 

Out  of  the  thirty-eight  starters,  thirty  sadder  and  wiser  disciples  of  Hippocrates 
ventured  on  to  second  year.  Into  their  midst  strolled  four  deserters  from  Meds  '40; 
the  United  States  donated  a  few  more  emissaries  in  the  persons  of  Jerry  Chikovsky 
(Yale  U.),  a  fellow  called  Hershman  from  Harvard,  a  Republican  (!)  J.  Y.  Marshall  from 
Bowden  U.,  and  a  lad  with  a  bottle  of  hair  tonic,  Ralph  Parker  —  a  "letter  man"  from 
the  University  of  Michigan.  Boosting  the  enrollment  to  forty-one  came  R.  B.  Thorpe  of 
Varsity,  Cliff  Udell,  a  "Westerner",  and  an  unprepossessing  chap  from  McMaster, 
Stapleton  by  name. 

Leading  this  heterogeneous  alliance  of  old  and  new  waddled  Russ  "Pop"  Bartlett 
who  had  picked  up  the  reins  of  the  late-lamented  Barrett.  Cautiously  they  minced  into 
the  Anatomy  lab.  and  gingerly  applied  the  "grease,  cloth  and  paper"  to  those  fearsome 
objects  laid  out  for  them.  But  who  could  ever  hope  to  describe  the  events  of  that 
whirlwind  year  —  the  intricacies  of  dissection,  the  mad,  frenzied  dashes  from  one  end 
of  the  city  to  the  other  ("Hey!  What's  on  at  the  shows?"),  those  diabolical,  debilitating 
debacles  in  the  lower  east  wing,  interspersed  with  haunting  tales  of  mushing  with 
Maximow  or  cuddling  with  Cowdry;  of  the  day  when  "Dark-horse  Stapleton"  presumed 
to  lead  all  his  fellows  in  the  first  term  anatomy  marks  or  of  the  night  when,  in  true 
sophisticated,  nonchalant,  condescending  fashion  the  freshmen  were  dined,  danced 
and  deluded  as  to  the  relative  difficulties  of  the  various  years. 

As  their  first  Hippocratic  representative,  '4 1  sent  an  American  lad  with  a  yen  for 
the  lumber  business,  Jim  Renegar  as  Secretary  of  the  Hippocratic  Council.  The  class 
was  welcomed  to  their  now  home  at  an  informal  dance  and  upheld  tradition  by  spon- 
soring a  spectacular  version  of  the  Snow  Dance,  as  the  "Grim  Reaper"  mercilessly 
mowed  down  eleven  compatriots. 

On  to  third  year  and  into  the  realm  of  the  laboratory  in  earnest,  with  "Pop" 
Bartlett  (and  his  malignant  callosity)  still  holding  the  reins  of  the  presidency.  Jack 
Babb  took  over  the  Hippocratic  finances,  and   Lab.  books  were  copied   furiously  at 
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two-month  intervals,  while  the  "Terrible  Three"  were  loosed  on  a  long-suffering, 
fatalistic  band  of  thirty-one  knights,  whittled  by  spring  to  twenty-eight.  Thus, 
thoroughly  steeped  in  the  lore  of  the  "dehepatized  dog,"  with  a  full  quota  of  "four- 
star  specimens"  and  a  profound  sympathy  for  Scotty  ("Stewart!")  they  waited  moodily 
for  "Medicine"  to  start. 

Fourth  year  and  Clinics!  And  with  the  new  era  came  Ernie  "Hank"  Marshall  and 
Lochinvar  Talmey  from  out  of  the  west  to  stir  the  hearts  of  eastern  womankind — the 
"thirty  knights"  were  organized.  To  celebrate,  the  boys  presented  "Wimpy"  with 
the  Volleyball  championship  and,  while  Atcheson  rolled  the  '39  hockeyites  in  the  aisles, 
his  team-mates  garnered  their  one  and  only  triumph  on  the  ice.  To  top  it  off,  they 
finished  second  in  the  basketball  race.  Stapleton  attended  to  the  necessary  test 
postponing  and  Jack  Babb  ascended  to  the  Hippocratic  vice-presidency.  Somewhere 
along  about  this  stage  Hershman  read  a  Gazette  and  H.  H.  H.  had  an  idea;  Wood- 
house  practised  the  "Big  Apple"  and  Sypher  conferred  with  the  Kremlin;  a  doctor 
noticed  Palmer  and  Joliffe  for  the  first  time;  Sypher.  Babb  and  Stapleton  acquired 
primary  F.  R.  C.  S.  initials  and  Webster  met  Mary  in  a  clinic  group;  Bob  Cram  was 
somewhere  between  second  and  third  base,  closely  pursued  by  Keely,  and  Becher 
succumbed  to  a  Hylephobia;  Dr.  J.  H.  introduced  his  version  of  "For  Whom  the  Bell 
Tolls — At  Six-Minute  Intervals"  and  the  "General"  advanced  steadily,  one  eye  on 
Hitler,  the  other  on  his  shoulder  straps;  someone  laughed  at  a  Hallman  witticism  and 
"Flossie"  Mills  peered  at  a  "lost  horizon." 

Into  the  semi-finals,  then,  the  "Thirty  Knights"  rode,  plagued  by  visions  of  a  little 
red  book.  Dr.  John  H.,  aided  and  abetted  by  his  redundant  assistant,  took  one  last 
swing  with  his  scythe  and  Sherman  noticed  Korey's  progressive  enlargements;  Sypher 
presided  over  the  Hippocratic  Council,  Webster  presided  over  the  U.  S.  C.  aided  by 
L  C.  Bartlett,  and  Atcheson  presided  over  the  Medical  Journal;  Parker  announced 
his  retirement  from  celibacy,  closely  followed  by  Renegar.  Several  late  entries  in  the 
matrimonial  race  were  promulgated  as  rings,  fraternity  pins,  etc.,  were  distributed 
freely;  Ernie  Marshall  heard  of  Benzedrine,  and  Clark  attended  two  lectures  in  a  row; 
wherewith  the  Volleyball  title  escaped  in  the  ensuing  bedlam;  Bobbie  Cram  was 
stealing  home  (3  a.m.)  in  another  new  league  and  the  lads  got  patients  all  their  very 
own.  Medicine  took  on  a  new  meaning  and  many  a  heart  was  restless,  as  Norway 
slid  under. 

1 940-4 1  —  the  fateful  year  at  hand  —  as  chaos  loomed  in  Europe  —  C.  O.  T.  C. 
became  compulsory  and  completely  reorganized  week  by  week,  engulfing  a  be- 
wildered class  of  pre-grad  knights  in  its  tentacles.  Hershman  took  over  the  Gazette 
for  the  Meds  as  Korey  ably  biographed  his  class-mates  and  the  "General"  assumed 
command;  Talmey  scuffled  with  a  dark  knight,  a  stalled  car  and  a  bumper  and  emerged 
dented  but  undaunted;  Keeley  took  office  as  class  president  and  collected  buns  as  a 
hobby;  the  Renegars  evened  the  score  with  the  Bartletts  (in  the  opp.  sex)  and  Parker 
tore  his  hair  (what  he  could  find  of  it);  Pace  and  Hargan  couldn't  resist  each  other 
any  longer  and  Webster  was  once  seen  for  five  minutes  without  Wimpy  (she  was  late); 
the  Volleyball  title  came  back  to  roost,  mainly  due  to  the  vocalizing  of  Keeley,  Korey 
and  Hershman,  while  seven  knights  earned  as  many  berths  on  the  school  volleyball 
squad;  the  "Senile  Seniors"  took  a  beating  from  Styme  and  also  at  '42's  Farewell 
Party  —  but  recovered  in  time  for  the  Council's;  Cram  earned  his  F.  R.  C.  S. 

Finis?  Officially  perhaps.  One  hundred  per  cent  pledged  to  the  Alumni  Associ- 
ation. These  thirty  knights,  comprising  an  unusual  variety  of  personalities,  capabilities 
and  potentialities,  face  an  uncertain  future,  unafraid.  They  are  well  equipped  with 
knowledge,  thanks  to  efficient,  capable  and  conscientious  teachers,  and  with  ambition, 
thanks  to  themselves.  A  colorful  class  —  they  leave  quieter  but  rather  more  lonely 
halls — -halls  which,  nevertheless,  will  never  be  ashamed  to  acknowledge  them  —  yes, 
boast  of  them  in  future  years.  — -N.  H.  M.

Huron's  conlribution  to  the  world  at  large  this  year  is  small  in  quantity,  but  high  as 
usual  in  quality.  The  class  of  '41  entered  in  unsuspecting  innocence  but  were  soon  caught  up 
in  the  spirit  of  the  game  and  provided  some  unexpected  resistance,  until  finally  even  the  "brick 
bungalow"  himself  met  his  doom  in  the  icy  waters.  Initiation  was  in  its  death  throes  at  the 
University;  not  so  at  Huron. 

When  the  second  year  of  the  life  of  the  class  began,  our  ranks  were  already  depleted 
by  the  loss  of  cur  two  toughest  members  —  one  to  remain  at  work  and  eventually  to  get 
married;  the  other  to  change  his  course  and  start  afresh.  At  the  same  time,  though,  two  other 
recruits  joined  the  year.  Bridge  became  the  fashion  that  year.  It  was  in  our  second  year,  too, 
that  one  of  us  had  to  save  his  skin  at  initiation  by  loudly  proclaiming  in  the  middle  of  the  night 
that  he  was  a  "sophmoh"  and  therefore  sanctuary. 

Our  third  year  —  now  we  were  the  mighty  Junior  Year  —  saw  even  greater  changes.  Two 
of  us  were  medical  students  and  had  to  move  down  to  A.K.K.  to  be  near  the  Medical  School. 
With  the  country  now  at  war,  we  were  somewhatsobered,  and  tried  to  put  some  energy  into  our 
work  with  the  C.O.T.C.  One  of  us  even  gave  up  the  study  of  business  to  become  a  Lieutenant 
in  the   Royal  Canadian   Regiment.    We  had   to   break  in  a  new  Dean  that  year,  too. 

Our  final  year  opened  with  the  war  far  more  serious  than  before.  In  keeping  with  the 
gravity  of  the  situation,  we  found  that  half  the  class  had  commissions  in  the  C.O.T.C,  that 
another  was  a  "platoon  quartermaster  corporal,"  and  the  other  a  newly  joined  private.  All  now 
in  uniform,  we  prepared  to  graduate  into  a  world  at  war.  Another  change  of  Deans  marked 
our  graduating  year.    The  greatest  room-ragging  of  all  time  took  place  in  our  closing  term. 

And  now  with  the  last  hockey  game  played,  the  last  Arts  ball  over,  and  the  last  exami- 
nations looming  up  ahead,  Huron  prepares  to  send  forth  a  class  now  reduced  to  four  in 
quantity,  but  second  to  none  in  quality:  a  chemist  from  the  bleak  northlands  of  the  Bruce 
Peninsula,  an  economist  from  the  hills  of  Grey  County,  a  "Imesman"  from  the  Border,  and  a 
biologist  from  Exeter,  who  plans  to  be  a  doctor. 

We  leave  Huron  with  mingled  emotions.  We  are  truly  sorry  to  be  leaving  the  scene  of 
our  happiest  days;  and  yet  we  are  eagerly  looking  forv/ard  to  our  new  positions  in  the  world, 
and   hopefully  planning  for  the  day  when  the  war  will  be  no  more.

The  University  Students'  Commission  is  the  student  governing  body  which  controls  all 
student  matters  concerning  the  University  of  Western  Ontario. 

The  main  task  of  this  Year's  Commission  has  been  to  restore  to  harmony  the  hitherto 
discordant  voices  of  the  various  publishing  organizations,  loward  this  end  have  been  dedicated 
our  more  serious  efforts.  We  have  wielded  the  baton  of  diplomacy  with  a  gentle  touch,  and  a 
philharmonic   blend   of  literary   undertones  has  resulted. 

To  produce  a  symphony  —  at  a  profit — is  an  accomplishment  worthy  of  note.  We  lay 
claim  to  such.  The  publications  at  Western  are  now  out  of  debt.  This  has  been  attained 
against  a  background  of  rising  costs  and  an  increase  in  the  guality  and  size  of  the  individual 
publications.  I  challenge  any  university  in  Canada  to  equal  in  workmanship  and  reader-appeal 
the  publications  which  live  and  have  their  being  under  the  sign  of  the  purple  "W." 

This  year  the  U.S.C.  has  run  the  gamut  in  student  government.  It  has  foiled  autocracy, 
and  has  itself  been  autocratic.  We  have  scaled  the  heights  of  literary  brilliance  in  our  single 
issue  of  the  Gazette,  and  have  fallen  into  the  depth?  of  mediocrity  in  failing  for  the  sixth 
consecutive  year  to  publish  a  Constitution  Booklet. 

The  latter  neglect  is  explainable.  The  printer  was  unable  to  reset  his  type  as  speedily  as 
we  brought  new  constitution  changes  into  being.  However,  this  state  of  affairs  has  not  been 
without  its  merits.  Explicit  powers  have  finally  been  vested  in  the  various  organizations,  so  that 
"if  quarrels  henceforth  do  arise,  the  cause  rests  in  another  guise." 

Nor  have  we  been  lax  in  other  respects.  We  acted  upon  Western's  hilherto  unspoken 
desire  for  a  new  school  song.  We  used  our  influence  to  bring  the  return  of  intercollegiate 
sports.  We  inaugurated  a  Publicity  service  to  insure  that  others  should  know,  as  we  students 
have  learned,  the  true  worth  of  Western. 

The  curtain  has  fallen  on  another  U.S.C.  performance.  Possibly  now  and  then  we,  the 
actors,  have  missed  our  lines.  That  was  to  be  expected,  for  we  were  our  only  promptors.  The 
show  is  over.    The  criticism  of  our  efforts — good,   bad,  but  never  indifferent — rests  with  you.

It  is  with  feelings  of  sincere  regret  that  I  pen  this  message  of  farewell  on  behalf  of  the 
Students'  Administrative  Assembly  of  1940-41.  This  year,  in  marked  contrast  to  its  predecessor, 
the  S.A.A.  has  been  characterized  by  a  spirit  of  harmony  and  co-operation.  But  the  bringing  of 
harmony  out  of  strife  was  not  the  only  achievement  of  the  S.A.A.  Closer  co-operation  with  the 
U.S.C.  was  established  and  jurisdictional  clashes  between  the  two  bodies  were  eliminated  by  the 
clarification  of  the  two  constitutions.  With  the  able  assistance  of  our  Treasurer,  Mr.  Burdick,  we 
assumed  a  closer  control  over  the  finance  of  the  organization  under  our  wing  and  we  succeeded 
in  placing  the  monetary  affairs  of  financially-weak   organizations  upon  a  firmer  foundation. 

Freshman  welcome  was  improved  in  a  number  of  ways  as  the  first  year  students  received 
pamphlets  containing  information  about  the  organizations  and  extra-curricular  activities.  The 
purple  skull-caps  returned  and  the  Frosh  Hop  was  held  earlier  and  made  more  truly  a  freshman 
dance.  More  afternoon  dances  than  ever  before  were  held,  beginning  with  one  the  first  week  of 
school.  The  traditionally  S.A.A.  sponsored  dances — the  Frosh  Hop,  the  Christmas  Lit  and  the 
Arts  Ball — were  continued,  bigger  and  better  than  ever,  in  spite  of  the  war.  The  Lost  and  Found 
Bureau  was  established  and  plans  were  laid  for  a  scheme  of  Active  Service  entertainment  which 
will  be  further  developed  next  year.  Saturday  night  dances  raised  over  $300  for  the  Canadian 
Red  Cross  and  the  S.A.A.  sponsored  War  Savings  drive  resulted  in  over  350  students  pledging 
themselves  to  the  regular  purchase  of  War  Savings  Stamps.  In  addition,  the  S.A.A.  organized 
and  sponsored  something  new  as  far  as  Canadian  universities  are  concerned — a  series  of  round 
table  broadcasts  over  station  CFPL.  In  addition  to  this  lengthy  list  of  achievements,  the  S.A.A. 
has  carried  on  its  routine  duties  of  government,  fostering  societies  and  organizations  and  looking 
out  for  the  welfare  of  the  students  generally. 

I  have  tried  at  all  times  to  make  my  course  of  action  one  which,  in  my  humble  opinion, 
was  in  the  best  interests  of  all.  If,  in  some  small  measure  the  S.A.A.  has  been  able  to  add  to 
the  enjoyment  which  you,  as  students  have  derived  from  this  year  at  Western,  I  will  be  proud  and 
happy,  lo  the  President,  Dr.  Neville,  Dr.  Turville,  their  office  staffs,  the  members  of  the  Faculty, 
and  Janitors  go  my  heartfelt  thanks  for  the  co-operation  I  have  received  from  them.  My 
deepest  gratitude  goes  to  the  sub-prefect,  Bessie  Nickleson,  the  members  of  the  Executive 
Cabinet,  the  Students'  Administrative  Assembly,  and  the  student  body  as  a  whole,  for  the  help 
and  support  which  they  have  given  me  this  year.  It  has  been  an  experience  which  I  will  never 
forget  and  about  which  my  fondest  memories  will  revolve.  Thank  you  all.  Good-bye  and 
Good  Luck.

Some  eight  years  ago  the  Commerce  Club,  in  conjunction  with  the  U.S.C., 
began  lo  publish  the  Quarterly  Review  of  Commerce.  During  the  years  this  publica- 
tion, ably  headed  (with  forgotten  exceptions)  by  its  editors  and  always  whole-heartedly 
supported  by  the  Commerce  Club,  particularly  in  the  circulation  field,  has  continued 
to  forge  ahead.  The  only  University  publication  of  its  kind  in  Canada,  its  merit  has 
been  endorsed  time  and  again  in  Canada's  financial  and  daily  papers.
